Lenroot Answers Charge 

by Declaring Willing- 
ness To Resign If In- 
quiry Drags Along. 


Washington, February 28.—Senate 
discussion of the oil scandal was pre- 
cipitated today by Senator Heflin, 
democrat, Alabama, who referred to 
published accounts of the visit Chair- 
man Lenroot made to Fall at his ho- 
te! here before the former interior 
secretary sent kis statement to the 
committee that McLean had loaned 
him $100,000. 

The Alabama senator’s charge that 
such “secret conferences” between re- 
publican senators and those under 
sucpicion were impeding the oil in- 
quiry brought a statement from Sen- 
ator Lenroot concerning the visit to 
Fall. Senator Smoot confirmed. the 
statement given by Senator Lenroot 
and dramatically told the senate he 
had never done a thing in his life 
he was not perfectly willing “for 
every soul to know.” 

Lenroot To Resign? 

After relating to the senate the 
details of hig visit to Fall with Sen- 
ator Smoot, Senator Lenroot de 
clared he would be very glad to be 
relieved of the duties of the chair- 
munship of the committee, 

“And I am very frank to say,” he 
added, “that if it goes indefinitely I 
shall have to ask to be relieved.” 

Senator Lenroot later said thas 
with the inquiry proceeding daily he 
could find time fur little other work 
and that, of covrse, he had mang 
other official duties to perform. He 
added, however, that he had no in- 
tention of resigning now. 

Is Rough Duty. 

Resuming his address after several 
interruptions, Senator wenroot de-

Washington, February 28.—Ar- 
rival at Ceiba, Honduras, of the crui- 
ser Denver, with Rear Admiral Day- 
ton aboard, was reported today to the 
navy department.

In the first article I tried to stress 


the importance of arching the back 


in diving. Aside froin its health and 
beauty benefits, it is an important 
point in Giving technique. Four of the 
dives I will write of today are depen- 
dent almost entirely upon this for 
beauty of execution. The first is the 
back hanidspring. 

THE BACK HANDSPRING—Lie 
on your back and reach back, arms 
extended until your hands grasp the 
end of the beard, Draw your body up 
into a vertical position, At first your 
weight will be on your neck = and 
shonlders; keep elevating your body 
until you are standing on your hands. 
Hold your position with vour back 
arched, as shown in the illustration. 
Cast off, feet first. 

THE HAND STAND—Take a posi- 
tion similar to that for the back hand- 
spring, except that you le on your 
stomach, going through the same ma- 
neuvers until you are standing on your 
hands at the edge of the board. This 


time, instead of going off feet first, 
stand, back arched, and pitch off in 


a vertical position, head first. 

The big thing in the band stand {s 
to retain vonr vertical, arched back 
position until you've struck the water; 
in the back handspring you are allow- 
ed to swing out of it in order to hit 
the water feet first. 

THE HAND STAND WALK— 
This is a sister dive to the two fore- 
going. Drop inte a handstand posi- 
tion so that rowr arms reach about 
the middle of the board when your

arms are oxteoiad. U pon raising your 
hody to position, standing on the 
hands, walk on your hands to the end 
of the board and cast off head first. 
This will take care of the muscles 
of your ferearms and strengthen your 
wrists. 

THE HANDSPRING. Drop into 
a handspring position at the end of 
the board. Throw your body upward 
and out and deseribe a half circle 
in the air, striking the water -feet 


irst. 

STANDING-SITTING DIVE 
Stand on the board, head erect, 
shoulders back, arms in. graceful posi- 
tion. Cast the body upward, but not 
out, so that youn will come down on 
the hoard in a sitiine position, right at 
its edge. Do not use force, nor are 
you to spring up with any. Just give 
the impression of a slight spring so 
as to come down on the board lightly. 
As soon as you are in sitting position. 
do the rocking dive, leaving the board 
in a vertical position, head “first. Aft- 
er practice you will be able to eombine 
these two perfectly, without a fraction 
of a second’s hesitation between the 
sitting position and the castiwg off. 
STANDING-SITTING-STANDING 
the same line of pro- 
cedure up to the point of sitting on 
the hoard.
